A Talk to Poor Men. 


Mr. T. B. Terry, the well-known farmer 
and lecturer, recently wrote to the Practical 
Farmer, a« follows : 

The writer meets hundreds of farmers 
every day. Among them, of course, are 
many young men just starting and poor 
men who are in debt and others who are 
working farms on shares until they can save 
enough to buy places of their own. One of 
this class said to me to-day, after I had been 
showing large —- of my covered barn- 
yardand describingit : ‘* What youtalk about 
and write about is all right for the man with 
thousands in the bank ; but what use is it to 
us poor farmers * What good can we get 
from the institutes or reading the paper *”’ 
Now, we have heard a good deal of this sort 
of talk. It is the common thought that the 
man who hasn't plenty of money can not do 
anything. If I were young again, orin debt, 
it seems to me that I could geta great deal 
that would be of Lenefit from the papers and 
institutes, Take that subject that troubled 
my friend to-day. If I were a young farmer 
and in debt, and hearda man who had got 
his money by farming advising a covered 
barnyard, it would set me to thinking some 
thing like this. This farmer has been 
successful, and he places a high value on 
manure, enough so to invest money in a roof 
over his yard and cement floors in his stables. 
Now, I haven't the means to do this just at 
present, but I will work toward it and for 
it as fast as possible, and meanwhile I will 
save my manure just the best I can under 
my present circumstances. i will not throw 
any more out under the eaves, but wheel it 
out to a central pile, away from the water 
from the roof, aad keep it piled up snugly 
and tramped, or wet enough to prevent much 
heating, I can’t put in a cement tloor just 
yet, but I will spread the manure around in 
the stables and add plenty of dry straw two 
or three times a day, and manage so as to let 
as little of the urine as possible escape. I 
can get two or three barrels of land plaster 
and keep the surface slightly sprinkled, so 
as to keep the stable sweet smelling and save 
the valuable ammonia. At odd spells next 
summer I can draw a few Joads of gravel, 
and perhaps I can spare enough money to 
buy the cement, and the hired man and I 
can lay @ grout floor during some rainy 
time. 

The man who thinks and works along in 
this way will soon find himself able to do 
anything that promises to pay. When the 
writer read the experience of others and de- 
cided that he must have his land drained 
where it needed it, he did not stopto whine 
about not having any money, but took his 
team and went out to work for others for 
$3 or $3.50 aday tillhe could get money 
enough to buy a few loads of tiles. He did 
this instead of spending his time putting in 
a crop that, owidg to want of drainage and 
fertility, would not be likely to bring him 
more than $1.50 a day for his labor. Then, 
when it was so wet, springand fall, that one 
could do nothing else, he dug the ditches 
and laid the tiles. By and by his land was 
in such condition that he could no longer 
afford to work for others. He could get his 
$3.50 a day for man and team at home anda 
fine protit besides, Now, my farmer friends 
who are in debt, don't you sce that this was 
better than sitting still and complaining 
because one hadn't the money to buy tiles? 
I can well remember when my man and I 
used to start off at 6 a. m. and go three or 
four milesto get a job, two teams, at 87 a 
day, aud get home about 7.30 : in. ; how 
some farmers used to tell me it did not pay 
to spend so much time on the road. Iam 
sorry tosay that some of them are not worth 
nearly as much to-day as they were then, 
We had anend in view and were determined 
to get there by the shortest honorable road, 
One can not help but see how much better 
chance the young farmer of to-«day has than 
the one twenty years age. The writer 
could learn but very little at that time from 
the experience of others. Successful farmers 
in every line did not fll the papers with 
their experiences. We had to learn by cost- 
ly experiments. To day the young farmer 
can start right in where we older ones have 
got, and profit by all our dearly bought ex- 
perience. The best farmers in the land tell 
all they have learned iz the papers now.
